Cadre, la view of the fact that many of dm emigre men In the United 
States have aaarried and acquired *««««»«■ and/or have acquired satis- 
fsetory e xnp loy me nt. ttey are no longer willing to drop everytbiag and 
volunteer for “the canse". AECAbflUSTA 4 said it la necessary to make . . 
definite commitments to these men; i.e. 

(a) How «H11 Asy be occupied and for what length of time? 

(b) Wbet financial benefits will they receive ? 

(c) What promise do they have regarding reestnbU shme nt in dteir 
jobs upon tbeir return? 

(c) How wUl their ismllies be cared for during tbeir absence ? 

(e( If after 2 or 3 months it is decided there is no emergency ead 

tbeir training is im longer necessary, what happens to them. Etc. 

3. ABCAhfBlSTA 4 said be si^ecU tbsro will be much difficulty in 
obtaining "vOInataars” in the United States bacnuss Oe emigres here have 
settled down, acquired family respoaslbiUtit-s and are rathar content with 

present slate. The emigres in Europe ire more revolutienary. Due- 
to dieir living circumstances there, most of the young men have not married 
have not been able to estahlieb themselvee In satiafactery employ- 
ment. They, therefore, have acquired no ties and are more willing to 
undertake rieks. He did atate, however, that it might be poasible to locate 
about 20 men in the United Scatea , a number with United Stntoe Army 
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«xperlenc«> wbo might be willing to oadergo cadr«>type trtiaiifg £or.

. CAlfBlSTA 4 atated that of Boloinaaiaaa in Argentiaa, about 70% 
are of too old limlgvalioh. Abont 40% of the old immigratian ia poro- 
eomnmniat. 10% of widd haa regiatMod lor return to the homeland. 

Of Sh 10% alwat 1500 have already left. ABCAMBBTA 4 atotod that 
off-hand ha would aay thare are 100^200 Belomaalana of tha new aaidr 
grattod. 

6. AJBCAkfBSITA 4 inquired whether it woold be poaaUul a to - 

aapadito fals nephaw’a appUcatton for toaulgTatloh to tbo Unitod Statoa 
from Pnria. He anggaatod that Ua noptee^Nicbolal ABBAMCHlKyWOi]^ 
bo a willing candidate for the cadre and thto he. baa no tiaa to compli- 
cato bia recrultntant. AECAhtBSTA 4 waa told that thla matter would 
bo into and he would be notified, 

7. ABCAMBISTA 4 atotod that, inaofar aa the Hot War Cadre 

waa concamed. C, U would have to bo draped from con- 

aidaration at preaont bacanaa of hia age and becauoe ba la the "boy 
scout" type who would ba available only ia toe event of real hostilities. 

fi. AECAMBBTA 4 decried toe absence of paycbalogicnl material 
in VOX broadcaato. He stated toat nothing waa being dona to iaapira 
toa aatollito people or to indoctrinate them paychoiogically. A letter 
received from Beloruaaia via the Baloruaaian Organisation in Argentina 
confirms toa fact that t^ pa^le toara were becoming disillusioned. be> 
ginning to believe the Sovlat pr^agaada that they ware being aba n do ne d 
and forgotten by those who escaped and Inunigrsted. AECAMB18TA 4 
aald toa latter waa Inspired by news carried to toe homeland by a re- 
patriate from Argentina. The letter contained Informatloa about a dumber 
of AECAMBBTA 4'a acquaintances. The latter stated that toe people 
ware anxioua to fight for their freedom and requoatod help to be seat in 
from toe West. AECAhfBBTA 4 left toa Utter with ^ 
to have it tested for S/W.
